25.—The 
Btorm of yesteiday in Central and 
Northern California has acquired the 
proportions of a flood. 
The rain area 
extended as far east as Truckee, in the 
Sierra Nevada mountains, and north 
into the Siskiyou mountains, while the 
rainfall in the interior valleys has been 
unprecedented in volume. In the Sacra* 
m ento valley m any stream s are running 
over their banks, causing fears of a seri­ 
ous inundation. Railway bridges and 
tracks have been w aihed away in every 
direction, and in a general way the rail­ 
ways out of this city are at a standstill 
this morning. 
W ashouts at Davisville 
and other points on the Sacramento di­ 
vision of the Southern Pacific have 
stopped the running of trains on that 
division. The three roads between this 
city and San Jose have sustained washouts 
at various points, and there is no rail 
communication between the two cities 
or oetween San Francieco and other 
points south along the coast. 
Land­ 
slides near Livermore prevent the run­ 
ning of trains over that division. The 
Southern Pacific lines are also flooded 
north of Vallejo, and rail communica­ 
tion with Napa is cut off. Trains are 
still moving via Port Costa and Martinez 
and through the San Joaquin valley. 
The section of the country lying between 
San Jose and Santa Clara is under water, 
and in the western portion of the city of 
San Joee all the houses are flooded. Tel­ 
egraph communication with the North íb 
cut off, and only one or two wires are 
working w ith the E ast, by way of the 
South. 


t'U v c r d u le C u t O ff. 
Clovkrdale, Cal., January 25.—The 
rainfall last night was ouly seventy-five 
hundíedths of an inch. The river has 
receded. ^ The bridges here are all safe, 
but the fills and approaches are washed 
out. The river was higher than in forty 
years before. The extent of the damage 
to the washed-out land cannot be ascer­ 
tained until the water falls lower. Com­ 
munication is cht off entirely with the 
oast side of the river. 
PointB north of 
here are c at off entirely. 
No railroad, 
telegraph line or wagon road is working. 
A pack train, headed by Hon. T. L. 
Carothers, left here for Ukiah this m orn­ 
ing, frum which place no report has been 
received. 
The damage to stockmen can­ 
not be learned, but m ust be great* 
Tbe 
damage to the U kiah railroad is beyond 
estim ation. 
The rainfall for the season 
is 59.94 inchee.

Stage drivers in 
from the foothill regions tonight report 
that no rain has fallen since early in the 
morning. 
The Feather river, which 
stands at 14 feet 4 inches, is falling north 
of here, and it is expected it will begin 
to fall here shortly. 


Valuable K a n c h e * Flooded. 
Woodland, January 25.—T/ie present 
flood ba* not been exceeded here for 
thirty years. Cache creek is overflowing, 
and the country on both sides has the 
apnearance of a seething sea. Cachevillo 
is flooded, the water standing two feet 
deep in some houses. The damage to 
cattle on Coil, Nelson and Peart ranches 
threatens to be considerable. The rail­ 
road track is submerged and washed 
away in several places between here and 
Yolo and Knight's Landing. No trains 
have arrived since Friday afternoon. 
The Allen, Lippencott and Woodard 
places near Yolo are under water. The 
weather has moderated and the rain has 
coassd, but the wind and barometer in­ 
dicated that the storm may break out 
again to-night. The Sacramento river is 
reported rising at Knight's Landing. 


Damage at Colusa. 
S an 
F r a n c isc o, January 
25.—The 
Oolnaa river this morning stood twenty- 
one feet above low-water mark, lacking 
six feet of being as high as during the 
flood six weeks ago. 
There has been no 
rise or fall since 9 o’clock last night. 
Sjnce then water has been running 
through numerous cuts and breaks in 
the east side between Colusa and Chico 
bridge. 
All the valley land north and 
east of here on the east side of the river 
is being rapidly eubmerged. No estimate 
of the extent of the damage can be made 
at present. 


The Flood at San Jose. 
S an J obe, January 25.—The rainfall 
from 3 p. m. yesterday to 9 a. m. today 
was 2.38 inches, and it is stHl raining, 
w ith no signB of cessation. Nothing is 
known as to the cause of the stoppage of 
San Francisco trains, although there are 
rum ors of a washout between Santa 
Clara and Lawrence station. The water 
here in San Jose is higher than ever 
known before. From the railroad depot 
on Alameda street to Orchard street, 
Santa Ciara street is covered with water. 
The bridges on that street teem to be 
safe enough, but several other bridges 
have been washed away, and they may 
come clown with such force as to injure 
the bridgos on Santa Clara street. 


The Sacrament* Out of llauk. 
C h ic o, Cal., January 25.—The Sacra­ 
m ento river is out of banks, flooding the 
country lying near. It is estim ated that 
the river is from one to one and a half 
feet higher than last flood. Telephone 
dispatches from people along the river 
were received this morning calling for 
help in boats and men. 
Many families 
on tbe low lands are coming to town. 
The Chico creek sloughs are a raging 
river. 
The snow in the mountains is re­ 
ported m elting fast. 
W arm rains have 
been steadily falliDg since last night. 
Every precaution is being taken to send 
immediate help to the threatened points. 


W ontSU rm Tble Winter. 
P e t a l u m a, Cal., January 2 5 —There 
was a heavv rain last night and today. 
E ast Petalum a and the lower part of 
town are flooded and sewers bursted. 
A 
few people were driven to the roofs. The 
8:30 train is late, caused by very high 
water in tbe Russian river and Santa 
Rosa creek. The Cloverdale road is in 
good condition, except for some culverts 
which are badly washed. 
Wagon roads 
are in very bad condition and little trav 
eled. This is the worst storm this win 
ter. 


Losses at Grass Valley. 
S acram en to , January 25.—A Grass 
Valley special to the Bee says: The 
enow is now going down rapidly before 
the rain. Nearly four inches of the lat­ 
ter has fallen in the laut twenty-four 
hours. The creeks here are running 
bank full. There was a little rain this 
morning, but it is now falling heavily 
and will likely change to snow. 
Sixty 
barns, sheds, dwellings, wine and other 
buildings are reported damaged. 


The storm a t V isa lia . 
V is a l ia , Cal., January 25.—It has 
been raining hard and snowing since 
8 this morning. The fali of rain is 1.35 
inches. The stream s are running bank 
lull. 
Unless the storm ceasei soon the 
heavy rains in the mountains will flood 
the valley.

S an F r a n c isc o, January 25.—The last 
local storm began on Tuesday, culm inat­ 
ing on Friday night in a torrent of rain, 
accompanied by sudden gusts and whirls 
of wind, which created a panic among 
pedestrians and considerable damage to 
rooia and insecurely-established fences.

Section Hand Drowned. 
G ilroy,

Romm, section hand of the Southern 
Pacific Company, this morning, while 
pufhiD g driftwood clear of the railway 
bridge at Cornadero creek, some three 
miles south of here, lost his balance and 
was carried by the swift current into the 
stream . His body had not been found at 
sunset. The wind is from the north, the 
weather is cold, and it has the appear­ 
ance of cleariog off. 
Storm Over at Stockton. 
St o c k t o n , January 25 —The storm ap­ 
pears to be over here tonight. 
The 
streams are full, but not dangerous at 
present. 
Reports reach here of the 
breaking of levees on the banks of 
streams far east of here, but the overflow 
will find its way into the channels and 
not do much damage. 
Perished from Gold. 
N e v a d a , Cal., January 25.—The body 
of Jacob Fischer, a miner, who left 
Omega before Christmas, on the day of 
the big storm, to go to Dutch Flat, ten 
miles distant, was found in a steep hol­ 
low midway between those places, hav­ 
ing perished from cold. He was aged 40 
years.

S to c k to n, Janua-y 25.—A telephone 
message from Knight’s Landing, on the 
Stanislaus river, at 2 o’clock, reports the 
people moving out of the lower part of 
town on account of the flood. 
If the

Property. 
S anta C r u z, January 25.—Rain con 
tinues, although not as heavy as yester­ 
day. At 5 o’clock this morning about 
twenty feet of the approach to the upper 
bridge across the San Lorenzo river, in 
this city, gave way, rendering the bridge 
impassable. 
At the same time one 
hundred feet of the approach to the rail­ 
road bridge on the Southern Pacific, at 
the mouth of the river, supported by 
piling, fell into the water. The river 
reached the highest point ever known. 
It overflowed that portion of the city 
below Elm 6treet. 
A current 
about 
two feet deep plowed across Pacific 
avenue for a short tim e. 
The water 
reached the floor in several houses, but 
caused no damage. Besides the break 
at tbo railroad bridge, there is consider­ 
able trouble on the railroad track between 
here and Watsonville. 
No trains are ex­ 
pected today by either line. A Surf 
reporter, sent to Felton today, reports 
the narrow gauge track washed out in 
several places. 


Biggest Flood Muce >62. 
S an J o se, January 25.—The flood is 
the heaviest since 1862.

street. The district north and south of 
the city is flooded. 
An employee of J. 
P. Reeves was drowned this morning at 
Alviso. Teams and m en have been busy 
all tbe morning removing families from 
the flooded streets. It is still raining.

Two sections of the Alexander valley 
bridge were swept away. The housee, of 
Joe Fitch, Jr., and J. C. Keane, three 
miles south, were swept away last night, 
the former breaking to pieces against the 
railway bridge, while the latter, a two- 
story building, lodged against the bridg* 
The occupants were rescued. 
Many 
houses in Dry Creek valley are flooded, 
and relief parties have gone there. 


Seventeen Related Trains. 
R e n o , Nev., January 25.—There are 
now seventeen west-bound trains in a 
belated condition at this place. Tbe 
eggs* butter and m ilk supply is cut off, 
and relief has been asked from Ogden 
and W adsworth. The storm is still rag­ 
ing, 
and 
the 
prospects for getting 
through to San Franeisco are doubtfal. 
A special train of two cars, containing 
the “ Shenaudoah” Company of twenty- 
six people, was derailed between Hum­ 
boldt aDd W adsworth, by cattle hidden 
in tbe snow, but no one was injured, and 
the special is now safo at Reno. 


Storm Ueaied at ltcd B luff. 
R e d B l u f f , January 25.—The storm 
ceased this morning at 8 o’clock. 
The 
Sacramento river rose to the 22>£ fool 
mark, and is at a standstill now. 
There 
is a washout at Hooker Station, twelve 
miles north cf here. There was no train 
north or south today. The rain has 
been so gradual that the stream s tribu­ 
tary to the Sacramento river are not 
much swollen. 
There is no damage to 
the bridges left by the last storm. 


Narraw Lnutie Road Tied Up.

narrow-gauge branch of the Southern 
Pacific road is just at present in consid­ 
erable difficulty, owiug to heavy rains, 
and no trains will be sent farther than 
San Jose until the breaks are repaired 
Early last night a large section of road 
was washed away between San Joee and 
Alviso, and the water overflowed the 
tracks at San Lorenzo and Russells, mak­ 
ing the road impassable. 


Tbe Overflow at Gilroy. 
G il r o y , January 25.—There was n 
heavy rain last night.

THE BLOCKADE STILL ON 


Railroad Officials Afraid to 
Hope. 


NEW 
DIFFICULTIES 
ARISING. 


Trains Released From the Snow 
Blockade Unable to Proceed on 
Account of Washouts.

S a cram en to, January 25.—The snow 
blockade is still “ on” in the Sierras. 
Tbo railroad is open between Sacramento 
aud Blue Cañón, and the rotary plow is 
plowing its way between that place and 
Emigrant Gap, a distance of five miles. 
East of the last-nam ed place are two or 
three heavy snowslides on the track. 
The weather on the hills tonight is clear, 
and there are no indications of rain. The 
railroad officials, however, have given up 
hoping for a clearing-uo of the storm. 
On the Oregon division the track is clear 
between this city and Redding, via 
Chico. North of these the road is im­ 
passable, and all north-bound passengers 
will be returned and sent to Oregon by 
steamer. On the Benicia division the 
pile-driver is at work repairing a large 
washout. 
C o lfax , Cal., January 25.—Tbe east- 
bound overland train which had been 
snowbound at Shady Run since the 15th 
instant, was released today and returned 
to Sacramento. 
The consolidated eaat- 
bound overland trains which have been 
lying at this place since the 16th instant, 
also 
returned 
to 
Sacramento 
to­ 
day. 
Since noon today neither rain 
nor 
snow 
has 
fallen, 
but 
at 
Truckee over three feet of enow has 
fallen in the last 
twenty-four hours. 
The latter point reports the railroad clear 
from tunnel 13 east. The snow-plows 
are being kept in 
constant 
motion. 
Many heavy drifts are in the snowsheds, 
and what snow has fallen is wet and 
heavy. 
The cyclone snow plow is ex­ 
pected at Truckee tomorrow night. Tbe 
rotary enow-ulow íb expected to clear the 
track sufficiently to allow the Truckee 
train to move tomorrow morning.

Recom m endations by the Finance 
C om m ittee-T he City E n g i­ 
neer's Report. 


The Finance Committee of the City 
Council was in session nearly all day 
yesterday, and as the result of its labors 
will report to the Council as follows to­ 
morrow morning 
First. 
We have examined the report 
of the Auditor on the condition of the 
funds January 18,1890, and tke monthly 
report of the Auditor’s accounts for the 
m onth of November, 1889, filed January 
20,1890, and recommend they bo filed. 
Second. In the matter of the petition 
of M artha O’Hara, No. 71, we recom­ 
mend th at the application of petitioner 
be denied on the ground that she has re­ 
ceived a reduction on her assessment for 
the amount of the mortgage. 
Third. In the m atter of the petition 
of Aug. Roth, No. 73, we recommend that 
the petition be granted and upon the 
presentation of a demand drawn upon 
the tax fund, 1889 90, for the sum of 
$15; that the same be approved, on the 
ground that petitioner, by mistake, paid 
taxes apon school property as well as 
upon his own. 
Fourth. 
W e recommend 
that the 
petition of Althouse Bros., No. 75, rela­ 
tive to fruit-peddlers standing upon the 
streets, be referred to the special com­ 
m ittee appointed to prepare and intro­ 
duce a new license ordinance. 
Fifth. In the m atter of the communi­ 
cation of the City Auditor relative to the 
overdraft on the General Sewer fund, we 
recommend that the sum of $500 be 
transferred from the Salary fnnd Jo the 
General Sewer fund to cover this and 
any future overdrafts. 
Sixth. In the m atter of the petition of 
Minnie J. Bachus to have returned to 
her $12 75 on account of double assess­ 
m ent of mortgage upon her property, 
lots 12, 13 and 14 of block 2, subdivis­ 
ion of lot 3, block 89, Hancock’s survey, 
we recommend th at said amount of 
$12.75 be returned to her upon presenta­ 
tion of a proper demand drawn upon the 
Tax fund of 1889-90, it being clearly 
shown to this committee upon exam ina­ 
tion of the assessment books that peti­ 
tioner has paid the full taxes upon said 
mortgage, and that the property was sub­ 
sequently sold at Tax Collector’s sal« for 
the same assessment. 
Seventh. 
In the m atter of the peti­ 
tion of N. J. Paulk, No. 72, for a return 
to him of $8 09 on account of certificate 
No. 1,471, purchased by him at Tax Col­ 
lector’s sale 1888-89, and of $2 58 on ac­ 
count of certificate No. 1,518, purchased 
by him at Tax Collector’s ssle 18S8-89, 
we recommend that the sum of $7 59 be 
returned on account of certificate No. 
1,471, and $2 08 on account of certificate 
No. 1,518, it being shown to this com­ 
m ittee that the property described in 
said certificates does not exist in the one 
instance, and that the other is double, 
baing a portion of W alnut Grove tract, 
assessed and paid by its proper owners. 
Eighth. We recommend that the City 
Clerk be instructed to advertise one 
week for proposals to furnish the city 
with the following supplies: 
Lumber, hay, coal, wood, stationery, 
job printing, barley, bran, horse-shoeing, 
drugs, kerosene oil, hardware, jute sacks, 
lubricating and cylinder oils., boarding 
city horses. 
Ninth. 
In the m atter of proposals to 
receive and disburse the public moneys 
of the city, your committee report that 
they have examined the six bids re­ 
ceived ; the lowest being 3 49 per cent, 
per annum , and the highest 4>2 per cent, 
pet annum , the latter being the bid of 
the City Bank. The charter, section 44. 
page 21 of the printed edition, says: 
“ The bank offering the highest rate of 
interest shall be appointed the depository 
of public moneys.” 
In accordance with 
the term s and provisions of the charter, 
particularly as above stated, we recom­ 
mend that the proposal of the City Bank 
to receive and disburse the public moneys 
and pay thereon and therefor the Bum of 
per cent, per annum , or % of 1 per 
cent, per month estimated upon daily 
balances, be, accepted, and th at the City 
Attorney be instructed to draw a con­ 
tract in conformity with this award and 
with the term s and provisions of said 
section 44 of the charter, providing for 
tbe proper payment of warrants drawn 
upon the treasury and of other matters 
required in said contract by said section 
44. The charter requires: “ Such deposi­ 
tory thus - selected, shall give a bond 
w ith two or more sureties, in the sum of 
$100,000, or such further sum as the 
Council may require, conditioned for the 
faithful keeping and proper disbursement 
of all such moneys.” Your committee 
understand this bond to be given to se­ 
cure the city against any possible loss by 
reason of loaning its money, and that 
such bond should be at least equal in 
am ount to the highest possible amount 
th at may at any tim e during the year be 
in the hands of the indicated depository. 
This committee, judging from the aver­ 
age monthly balances of the City Treas­ 
urer daring the last year and the proba­ 
bility of money coming into the city 
treasury from the sale of sewer bonds dur­ 
ing the present year, assumes that at cer­ 
tain periods during tbe year there may be 
an am ount not less than $500,000 in the 
city treasury for deposit with the bank 
designated as depository. 
For this rea­ 
son we recommend that the amount of 
the bond given to secure the city be fired 
a t one-balf million dollars, believing it 
would be bad financial policy to make it 
any less. In connection w ith this report 
we beg leave to subm it the Treasurer’s 
m onthly balances for tbe year 1889, 
which show

CITY ENGENEBR’8 REPORT. 
The City Engineer will m ake the fol­ 
lowing report to the Council Monday: 
The roof of the Macy-street bridge is not 
belf-suataining and consequently adds to 
the dead load to be carried by the re­ 
maining superstructure. The roof was 
placed on the bridge to protect its mem­ 
bers from decay, in which it has been 
effectual. 
Both trusses were severely 
strained when the center pier settled, 
and the necessity of putting in suspend­ 
ing rods has reversed the order of strains 
in the web members, and I will have a 
thorough exam ination made and report 
its condition at an early date. 
On acconnt of the threatening condi­ 
tion of the weather nothing has been 
done in regard to the examination of the 
Buena Vista-street bridge, but immediate 
steps will be taken to obtain a bill of 
quantities and report the extent of dam 
ages that will have to be repaired. 
As per order from the Council, I pre 
sent an ordinance of intention to pave 
Requena street with bituminous lime 
rock (concrete foundation) from the east 
line of Los ADgeles street to the east 
line of W ilmington street; also, an ordi­ 
nance of intention to construct sidewalk 
and curb on Figueroa Btreet, from W ash­ 
ington street to Jefferson street. 
The communication from the Board of 
Health, referred to this office by the 
Council, which calls attention to the 
fact that culverts have not been pat in 
to keep water courses open across some 
of the , streets recently graded, should 
have been referred to the Street Superin 
tendent, as the specifications for grading 
streets leave the m atter of culverts un­ 
der the direction of that functionary. 
On petition No. 78. of the Union Con­ 
struction Company, which was referred 
to me, I will state that the cem ent curbs 
referred to in said petition have not 
been constructed in accordance with the 
specifications under which the work was 
let. 
Either the specified am ount of 
cement has not been used, or the mate­ 
rial does not canform to the require­ 
ments of the specifications. 
I would 
therefore recommend that the decision 
of the Street Superintendent be sus 
tained. 


A PIANO CASK. 


A lleged A tte m p t to S ell a R en ted 
I n s tr u m e n t. 
About 2 :30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
B. F. Crawford (alias G. H. Calvin, etc.), 
was* arrested by Detectives Bosqui and 
W allin on F irst street, on a charge of 
embezzlement. 
I t is alleged th at on 
W ednesday last a m an who stated that 
his name was G. H . Calvin, called at the 
music store of A. G. Gardiner and made 
arrangem ents for the renting of a Parlor 
Gem piano, valued at $300, upon which 
he paid $5, the first m onth’s rent, in ad­ 
vance. 
According to the verbal contract 
m ade by the parties, the instrum ent was 
conveyed by Mr. Gardiner to the rooms 
of his customer on Hill street, the latter 
agreeing on his part not to remove it 
therefrom without its owner’s consent. 
Yesterday morning, 
however, Calvin 
called 
upon 
Bartlett, another music 
dealer, and offered to sell the piano to 
him for $75. 
After seeing the inslru- 
m ent, which was then at No. 108 Rose 
street, B artlett cam e to the conclusion 
that there was something suspicious about 
the affair, as the piano was new 8nd 
worth four tim es the amount asked for 
it. He had noticed, also, that Gardiner’s 
stam p was upon it, and he determined to 
investigate before purchasing. 
Accord­ 
ingly he informed the man that he would 
not decide upon the matter until the 
afternoon, and a^ked him to call again 
at 2 o’clock. Calvin then left the store 
and Bartlett informed Gardiner of the 
affair. The latter at once communicated 
with th e police, and filed a complaint in 
the Police Court, whereupon a warrant 
was issued, and when Calvin returned to 
keep his appointment he wan confronted 
by Gardiner and Detective Boequi, who 
promptly took him into custody. 
At the 
time of his arrest he was accompanied 
by a friend, who was also taken to the 
station and locked up on suspicion of 
being an accomplice. 
His name he 
stated was L. H. 
Smith. On being 
taken up stairs to the Police Court, Csl* 
vin stated that his true name was B. F. 
Crawford, but when in the City Prison 
he stated th at it was R. B. Owens, 
which name he signed to several notes 
to his frionds. 
He was remanded to jail 
by Police Judge Owens until Tuesday 
next at 2 p .m ., in default of bonds in 
the sum of $2,000. 


AN ACCOMPLISHED TRAVELER. 


H o w to P repare tlae iiro u u d 
Sugar Meeta. 
The Spreckels Company has prepared 
the following directions for planting and 
growing sugar beets: 
Preparation of the ground—Instruc 
tions for this purpose may be briefly 
summarized as follows: Plow the soil 
from ten to twelve inches deep very early 
in the spring, and it is better todo this 
twice than once. This can beet be done 
by two successive plowings with an or­ 
dinary plow. 
A rich soil should be 
plowed a few inches deeper (say fourteen 
inches deep) than a mere fiat soil with 
poor subsoil. The plowing should be 
followed by passing a heavy iron-toothed 
harrow over the ground in order to 
pulverize the soil as much as possible. 
An iron roller m ust be passed over the 
(round so as to equalize tho surface and 
)reak the clods, when the soil is of such 
a character as to render this necessary. 
Sowing the Seed.—The seed should be 
sown early in the month of March. 
Be­ 
fore sowing it m ust be soakad in water 
for twelve hours, but the water should be 
allowed to drain off before the Beed is 
used. It should be buried at a depth of 
from one to oue and a half inches, but in 
very rich soil, not deeper than one inch. 
The rows munt be from twelve to fifteen 
inches apart from each other, according 
to the quality of the soil. In the row the 
distance between each beet varies from 
six to eight inches. A lesser distance be­ 
tween the beets gives small and sweet 
beets, which are difficult to preserve. 
One acre requires six pounds of sugar 
beet seed. 
Hoeing and Heaping.—As soon as the 
seed is growing up, which takes from ten 
to fourteen days in wet soil, and several 
weeks in a dry soil, the first hoeing or 
heaping should begin. The second hoe­ 
ing follows the thinning out of the 
beets, and the last hoeing occurs some 
four weeks later. 
W hen the rows aro 
visible a horse-hoe is run lightly across 
the fields between the rows, and this 
would be difficult if the regularity of the 
rows were imperfect. 
Oue horse-hoe 
with two hoes will work about three 
acres every day. 
Thinniug.—The thinning out of the 
b eta in a row should begin when the 
beet root arrives at the thickness of one 
sixth of an inch; then all the beets ex 
cept the largest, which are placed six 
inches apart from each other in the row, 
are removed. If they are grown too 
wide apart on good land, the beet routs 
grow larger but are poor in sugar. 
Oa 
the other hand, if they are planted too 
close to each other the roots are rich in 
sugar but remain small. 
In either case 
the value of the roots is lees than when 
both extremes are avoided. 
Beets that 
are too small are very difficult to pre­ 
serve, and those that are too large lose 
in sugar. One row in each acre should 
be left untouched, or only thinned, in 
case of any injury to the crop. This row 
is held as a reserve until the beet root 
becomes one-half an inch thick, when 
all danger is atan end. 
Transplanting.—8hould it be necessary 
to transplant beets from the row reserved, 
this should be done with a wooden borer, 
great care being taken not to injure the 
young roots when taking them up and 
transplanting them . This last operation 
is often performed by means of a trans­ 
planter, an instrum ent specially made 
for this purpose.

This system 
is based upon fraud, and if the new 
creamery company will start out on the 
honest plan, and insist upon making 
full-weight rolls, they will find the public 
a strong and valuable aid to the success 
of their enterprise. 


S U N D A Y , JA N C A H Y 26, 1800. 
H n tlro u d » In th e Snow K elt. 
This has been the most severe winter 
in many respects ever experienced on 
this Ooast. The fall of rain in the 
southern par¿ and the fall of snow in the 
northern and mountainous parts have 
been so heavy and constant that wash* 
outB and blockades have been the order 
of the day for nearly two months. The 
present snow blockades in the Sierra 
Nevadas and on the Oregon-California 
road are unprecedented. Never before 
has the snow so long defied the energies 
and resources of the officers of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific as this winter. Blockades 
have b»en frequent heretofore, but the 
snow-plow has always opened the road 
in two or three days. This time trains 
that left Oakland on the 15th, 16th and 
17th instant are snowed up all along the 
top of the Sierras. The trains coming 
west are also snowed in at various points, 
or shut out at and beyond Trutkee. The 
fact is therefore emphasised that for ten 
days and over no train has got through 
the snow belt of the Central Pacific from 
either side. 
A remaikable feature of this win* 
tor’s blockade is that the company 
was better prepared than ever before to 
keep the road open, and yet never before 
so signally failed. The old-fashioned 
snow*plow that successfully contended 
with light blockades in the past had been 
superceded by a new and powerful rotary 
plow, which it was believed could make 
its way through any bank or drift it could 
possibly encounter. Whilst their new 
machines were an immense improve­ 
ment on the old ones, yet they were not 
equal to the emergency. The snow was 
so much deeper and denier than ever be­ 
fore that even these colossal rotaries, 
sending the snow right and left into the 
air like the upshoot of a submarine vol­ 
cano, were unequal to the task of clear­ 
ing the road. 
The experience of the Central Pacific 
road in the Sierra Nevadas thiB winter 
settles all the flimsy talk of our San 
Francisco neighbors about inducing the 
Eastern overland roads seeking this coast 
to cross the Sierras at any of the make- 
believe passes at the head of the Stanis­ 
laus, Tulare or other rivers, or to tackle 
the passage of the Sierras at any point in 
the central or northern part of the State. 
They will come by #the true railroad 
gateway to the Pacific, by the great 
Interior Basin from Utah to Los 
Angeles. 
That is the natural road 
to reach this coast. It avoids heavy 
snows and steep grades, and when 
measured by the cost o* operating the 
tremendous gradients and curves of the 
Sierras, it is several hundred miles 
shorter than any geographically direct 
route. 
These are facts which will not be lost 
night of by contemplating railroad build­ 
ers. A road which can be kept open all 
winter as against a road that is liable to be 
blockaded foi ten or fifteen days at a 
time, is immeasurably the mo3t valuable. 
Whilst the snowfall in the Sierras this 
winter was much greater tbau usual, yet 
the company were better prepared than 
heretofore to handle it; and their failure 
to do so, under the circumstances, seals 
the Sierra route to all new roads coming 
here. Indeed the Central Pacific is an 
abnormity, and never would have been 
built where it is on legitimate or commer­ 
cial principles. It íb a war road, built 
out of the necessities of the country 
during a great crisis in the history of the 
rebellion, and the cost or any part of its 
economical features was not taken into 
consideration. It waB the cry of a road 
at any coet by any route that pushed it 
through where a road under normal 
circumstances never would have been 
built. 
But there will be no more Central 
Pacifies built. 


H o w to M eVorni O ur c o u v lc t* 
If 70 per cent, of th » convicts in San 
Quentin are serving their second, third 
j and fourth terms, it is a significant com­ 
I mentary upon the methods adopted by 
humanitarians in this and other States to 
reform criminals. Perhaps the most 
striking suggestion that has been made 
upon this subject cf late years is that 
advanced by Col. Ingerfloll in his lecture 
a few days since. He said that the State 
had no right to rob the convict 
of his 
earniogs 
and 
cast him 
back upon the world at the end of his 
term penniless and hopeless. What can 
a marked man who is thus thrown back 
upon society do? He cannot earn an 
honest living, and no one will employ I 
him; and if he happen to find work, it I 
only lasts until his secret is discovered, 
when he is at once turned adrift. The 
discharged convict is dogged and watched 
and hounded from the moment he leaves 
prison until be is landed back, which he 
is snre to be, for there is no ave­ 
nue open to him to earn an honest 
living. If, however, a moiety of the 
money he earns while serving a term 
wera saved for him and given to him 
when discharged, he woold have a small 
capital with which to reach a place 
where he was unknown and where he 
could mako an effort, with hope of buc 
ceeding, to lead a new life. A man who 
had served a five-years’ sentence, if paid 
but a very small pittance a day out of 
his earniDgs, would have a few hundred 
dollars in his pocket with which to face 
the world. He would then have some 
control over his fate. The convict, how­ 
ever, who leaves prison with only onough 
money to take him from whence he came, 
íb sent back to bis former life with a cer­ 
tainty that is equal to the percentage 
of the several-term prisoners now con­ 
fined in San Quc-ntin. It is well enough 
to preach morality and all that to fallen 
men. But words will never lift them up. 
They must have something more sub­ 
stantial. They must have actual and 
practical 
help, and 
unless 
they 
receive it they will 
relapse 
into 
their 
old 
ways simply 
because 
there are no new and better ways open 
to them. It is the old story with our 
convict reformeru. They give stones in­ 
stead of bread—good counsel instead of 
solid, practical help—such help as would 
enable the convict, if there is anything 
in him, to help himeelf and become a 
new and better man.

Im p o r ta n t O f f ic ia l C o n firm atio n 
A special from New York in this 
morning’s H e r a ld confirms, from head­ 
quarters and officially, the reports here­ 
tofore so confidently made that the Union 
Pacific is coming to this Coast. Charles 
Francis Adams himself is authority for 
the statement that the Union Pacific 
will parallel the Central Pacific by 
building on to a connection with the At­ 
lantic and Pacific and thence to this 
Coast. The Union Pacific is in combina­ 
tion with the Vanderbilt system in this 
move, and the work of extension, now 
under way, from the terminus of the 
Utah Southern to Pioche, is part of the 
plan. The road will be cariied to Los 
Angeles, either by way of Barstow over 
the Santa Fe rails, or by an independent 
line via the Cajon Pass. But there is 
prqbably an understanding with the 
Banta Fe company, for that corporation 
virtually controls the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific. This announcement confirms all 
the predictions made by the H erald 
from the start. 


As we write (11 p. m.) the rain is fall 
ing in sheets. The latest report from 
the Signal Service office is to 5 p. m., up 
to which time 1.20 inches had fallen 
from the commencement of the storm at 
1 p. m. At the rate it was coming dowD 
aiter 5 p. m. till the present writing, 
t1: ere cannot be lefs than two inches of 
rainfall in these six hours. The streets 
in every direction were flooded, and 
those leading down frcm the hill, espe­ 
cially Hope street, were foaming

vehicles. At 5 o’clock last evening 
the total rainfall for the season recorded 
at the Signal Service office was 29.58 
inches. We have had a numl>er of se­ 
vere and trying storms this winter, but 
the present has surpassed in intensity 
and volume any that preceded it. If it 
should last through the night the dam­ 
age to the streets will be greater than 
ever before this winter. The entire car 
system, cable and horse, had to give up 
the fight at an early hour, and the en­ 
gine houses of the cables were worse 
flooded tban at any other time. 


A correspondent, who visited the 
Provincial Penitentiary at New West­ 
minster, British Columbia, gives an ac­ 
count of how he found 6. Hamilton 
Griffin, the smoke-ball man and general 
dead-beat, who flourished in this city 
during boom times. The “doc” waB 
working in a ditcb witk other convicts, 
but gave no token from his appearance 
that his situation disagreed with his 
health. In the “doc’s” cell was found 
quite a library, all of religious books, and 
the inference is that he is diving into 
theology with a view to abandoning 
the medical and taking up the ministerial 
profession when he comes forth from his 
forced seclusion. If he should do this, he 
will become still more dangerous to 
society when he emerges from prison 
than he was before—always takiDg it for 
granted that Griffin is beyond the pale 
of reform.

This 
is not the fault of the farmers or the 
dairymen; it is an exaction of the dealers 
and commission merchants, who buy 
from the farmer by actual weight and 
eell by short-weight rolls.

We admire the pluck of the San Diego 
people in trying to raise $500,000 as a 
subsidy to offer the Union Pacific to 
bring the extension of the Utah Central 
direct to their city. It shows great grit 
on their part, and one can only regret 
that their harbor lies so far away from 
the natural railroad highway that no 
amount of bonus would justify a com­ 
pany in trying to reach that city by any 
other than the routes now established 
and in railway operation.

The newspapers in Southern California 
have been indulging from time to time 
in reports concerning the building of the 
Salt Lake railroad, or the extension of 
the Union Pacific, to Southern Califor­ 
nia. No doubt exists as to the building 
of the line, as that is a foregone conclu 
eion, matters having proceeded so far 
that the company will not back out. 
Conner readers are aDxious to learn all 
the news regarding this important move, 
and we take pleasure in presenting in­ 
formation which can be relied upon. 
Yesterday afternoon a Courier reporter 
had the pleasure of interviewing a gen­ 
tleman who has been over the larger 
portion of the surveyed route and who is 
in a position to know the plans of the 
company in making the extension. He 
atated emphatically that the road was 
coming, and that it was not coming for 
glory, but for business, and the route to 
be selected would afford the new road 
not onlv a good share of the transconti­ 
nental business, but also develop a local 
traffic that in itself would pay hand­ 
somely. 
The surveyors are still in the field sur­ 
veying another route, which will be 
nearer, but which will not be accepted on 
account of missing the local business, 
which is one of the special objects. Tbe 
best route, and which has been carefully 
surveyed and examined, and which wilt 
bring in immense local basin ose, jsp i» 
Troy burg. From Pioche to a point near 
Grow district, wbere there are immense 
lead deposite; thence to Ash Meadows 
down the Amegoosa. 
Tne surveyed 
route through Ash Meadows will pass 
within twenty-eight miles of the Death 
Valley borax deposits. From Ash Mead­ 
ows through the Amagooea deposits 
of salt, soda, borax, and five miles from 
Resting Springp, where there are 160,009 
tons of silver lead ore in sight and of 
good grade, which only requires trans 
portation and fuel to market. The route 
is also only 15 miles from Kingston, 
where there is the largest deposit of 
magnetic iron on the Pacific 81ope, also 
silver lead and Bilver copper, silver 
glance (saíne as I van pah) and lead car­ 
bonate mines that give by assay 30 
ounces of silver and 30 ounces of lead 
The route will then go to the old Ama- 
goosa gold mines and Owl Holes, crossing 
the Death Valley salt mines, where there 
are immense deposits; thence to Mo­ 
jave, Hinckley, Baretow, or any desired 
point of connection with the Atlantic and 
Pacific or Southern Pacific roade, Baratow 
being the most promising point. 
Another route now being surveyed is 
from a point near Eagle Valley via Pan- 
aca down Meadow valley wash to the 
Muddy via Los Vegas ranch, south of 
Good SpriDga, between Ivanpah and 
New York, south to Kestler’a pass to the 
mouth of Cedar cafion; thence westerly 
to Soda lake; passing to the south anil 
east near Ludlow and Ash Hill; thence 
out eaBt of Old Woman Springs and east 
of Morongo mountain and Morongo paps 
and crossing the Southern Pucific 
wefct cf Indio and then to ban 
D.ego. There is hardly a possibility of 
the latter route being adopted, as it goes 
through a barren country, while the 
other route passes through a country go 
rich in mineral resources that the imagi­ 
nation cannot picture the result. These 
deposits of mineral are not of such high 
grade, but are in such quantities aud bo 
much in sight that immense develop­ 
ment will be the outcome. Heretofore 
they have lain there dormant, with no 
chance of development on account of 
their inaccessibility. 
This new road 
will pass through the very heart of all 
this rich mineral country, and in this 
way the railroad will receive a business 
locally which will begin to pay from the 
very start. Prospectors will go to work 
and an immense smelter will be erected 
at some convenient point where miners 
can sell their ore, receiving cash for it 
thus enabling them to develop and work 
their claims. The railroad will profit by 
all this immense freighting and the tr*f- 
fie resulting from the engagement at dif­ 
ferent points of thousands of men, who 
will require all their provisions shipped 
from terminal points. 
The road will 
carry coal from Utah to all these points 
as well as supply Southern California 
with that needed article, as it can then 
be shipped in here aud sold at nearly 
one-half the present price, thus Btimn- 
laiing manufacturing aud induetries of 
all kinds. 
With all these advantages the road 
will undoubtedly come in over the route 
designated, creating an added demand 
for all agricultural and horticultural pro­ 
ducts of the country and developing the 
mineral resources of the greatest county 
on earth.

As the Cowter informed the public 
weeks ago, there is no doubt that there 
will be extensive manufacturing works 
established at tbe terminus, or termini 
of the coming road, or roads. The very 
important news the Courier publishes 
this morning is from a professional 
source, and is reliable.—[San Bernardino 
Courier. 


BREFZY WEATHER. 


Western Colorado Visited 
by a Hurricane. 


A TRAIN BLOWN OFF THE TRACK. 


The Coaches Take Fire and the 
Passengers Narrowly Escape 
With Their Lives. 


(Associated Pres» DIapatche» to the Hehald 
Denver, January 25.—A tremendous 
hurricane prevailed in the westorn part 
of the State this afternoon. At Berthoud 
the wind blew sand into a cut. A freight 
train was wrecked, aud the engineer and 
fireman were fatally hurt. At Monument 
a Rio Grande express train was blown 
from the track near the depot. Two 
coaches and a sleeper were burned. The 
twenty passengers were rescued with 
the utmost difficulty; some were bruised 
and burned, but none fatally. Much 
damage was done by the storm in 
various portions of tho 8’ate. It is 
rumored, but not confirmed, that several 
men at a grading camp on Pike’s Peak 
were blown over a precipice and killed. 
Denver, January 25.—A Monument, 
Cole., special says: The Rio Grande ex 
press, which left Colorado Sprines at 
5:30 this afternoon, was blown from the 
track at Monument depot. Several were 
wounded. The porter of the train was 
badly scalded. The wind is blowing a 
perfect hurricane. Several houses have 
been unroofed. 
The two coaches and sleeper wbi"h 
wore blown from the track immediately 
took fire, and for a few minutes it looked as 
though the twenty passengers imprisoned 
would be bnrned to death. The hurri­ 
cane fanned the flimes into a furnace, 
but by heroic efforts the trainmen suc­ 
ceeded in extinguishiug it before any 
person was bnrned. 
Among the passengers injured are 
Assistant General Freight, Agent Zim 
merman, of tbe Rio Grande; none of the 
others were fatally hurt. 
The wind storm seems to have been 
general throughout the State, and in 
many towDB no littlo damage was done 
to buildings, telephone and telegraph 
wires. It io reported that the wind was 
unusually severe on Pike’s Peak, and 
that at a railway grading camp half wav 
up the mountain, several men were killed 
by being blown over a precipice. This 
report, however, ia not confirmed. 
A freight train on the Colorado 
Central, when near Berthoud, ran into a 
sand drifc which today’s hurricane had 
blown into tbe cut. The engine aud four 
cars were wrecked. 
Engineer John 
French and Fireman Richmond were 
fatally injured.

D enver, January 25.—A Leadvillo. 
Colorado, special eavs: This morning 
when the men engaged in a drift of the 
La Plata mine had fired a round of holes 
they were astounded by hearing a noise 
resembling the rushing of a mighty 
river, and when the smoke cleared a 
Little they saw from where they stood a 
river running out of the drift. They 
barely had time to escape with their 
Jives, and in lees than five hours the 
mine was flooded to within 270 feot of 
the surface. 
Four thousand 
feet 
of drifts are submerged, and thousands 
of feetof slopes are submerged. Many 
think a lake was encountered, and that 
when an opening was made by the shots 
it burst through the thin barrier and 
flooded the mine. If it proves to be a 
pocket of water very valuable mineral 
will be found behind it, as that has been 
the rule heretofore. In this case the 
water can be pumped out iu thirty days, 
but if it is a water course the mino will 
have to be abandoned.

“The public visiting the English agri­ 
cultural shows,” observes H. Kaine 
Jackson, of London, “and seeing the 
fine stock, fine roots, fine seed grain, 
beautiful butter, delicate poultry and 
new-laid eggs, cannot readily believe 
the bad case of the farmers who have to 
sell wheat and barley at 30a. per quarter. 
Yet the current low rates of wheat 
are a grievous drawback to what 
remains of u happy country life;

days the visits of farmers to their 
market town or to Mark Lane, instead cf 
giving them heart and courage, send 
them home desponding. Daring Sep­ 
tember, October, and to this date in 
November, the wheat markets kave kept 
at a level that forbids growers reckoning 
up the costs of rent, cultivation, taxes, 
and labor against the poor return of 30* 
per quarter.

He 
has seventeen four-year-old trees of the 
White Adriatic variety, which he bought 
from the Faucher Creek nursery. These 
trees were planted very cIobo together at 
the rate of 126 to the acre. He sold 116 
pounds of dried figs at six cents a pound 
and a lot of poorly cured ones at three 
cents a pound. The best he put up in 
one-pound cartoons and sold them at 
twenty-five cents. 
The yield of this crop from seventeen 
trees at the price he obtained represents 
an income of $711.90 from a single acre 
of four-year-old trees. He is now au en 
(husiast on fig culture. 
He did very well with half an acre of 
raisin grapes, four years old at the pres­ 
ent time. Two years ago he received 
$12 for the crop, one year 8go he re­ 
ceived $90, and this year he received 
$130—equal to $260 for an acre of raisin 
grapes. 
This is no boom article. Mr. Dore is 
a man of standing in the community, a 
member of the Grand Jury, and has the 
receipts and other vouchers to verify hia 
statement».—[Fresno Republican.

Here in Southern California, the home 
of the geranium, where the plant grows 
so luxuriant and large as to form hedges, 
is just the very eection where a largo 
income can be had from the production 
of oil of geranium. 
Last year about 
$2L>;>,000 worth of this oil was imported 
from France, Cuba and the Bermudas, 
where the geranium does not begin to 
flourish nearly go well as in California, 
rn Europe over $800,000 worth of the oil 
ib used annually. The matter of produc­ 
ing this oil in Southern California is cer­ 
tainly worth lookiDg into, is it not.—[Po­ 
mona Progress.

E a s t Approach of th e AlisoStreet 
B rid g e W ashed O ut—T he Cable 
Hoads Stop R u n n in g . 


The rainfall yesterday evening from 
5 o’clock until nearly 9 o’clock was as 
heavy as any th a t has occurred this 
season, and the evening resembled some 
of thoBe in December last, when it ap- 
peered as if the clcuds had buret and let 
out their contents on the city. 
The rain 
commenced early in the afternoon, but 
it did not come down w ith any violence 
nntil it began to grow late in the after­ 
noon, and then it poured ae if to make 
a p for lost time. 
The ground, which 
aiready had all the moisture it could 
contain, refused to hold any more and 
th e 
consequence 
was 
that 
the 
streets 
and 
thoroughfares 
were 
flooded in a very short time. The streets 
in the course of the Arroyo de los Reyes 
as usual were in the worst condition and 
for several hours they were almost im* 
paseable. 
Hope street was a rapid river 
across which it was almost impossible to 
swim a horBe,and G rand avenue and Olive 
street ab far south as Pico street were 
alm ost as bad. Not far below Pico street 
th e Arroyo de los Reyes debouches upon 
Figueroa street aud this thoroughfare 
was said to have contained more water 
than at any previous time. W ashington 
street was next in the course of the 
stream and the water rushed along that 
thoroughfare w ith the apeed of a mill 
race. 
Early in the evening the cable road 
b a l to suspend operations and those who 
bad not reached home before five o’clock 
had a bard time in crossing the various 
stream s. 
Main street, south of Ninth, was an­ 
other river-bed, and in places the water 
covered the whole street from curb to 
curb. There was so much water at the 
iutersectioD of Ninth, Main and Spring 
th at, despite the curbs recently con­ 
structed, the walls of the basement of 
the buildiDg in course of construction 
by Mr. Garvey caved in, aDd the people 
living in the cottage just wef-t of the 
Garvey property moved out for fear that 
the house would slide into the lake which 
bad formed in the excavation. 
Alameda street became impassable 
early in the evening, and the water at 
First street was waist deep clear across 
the street. The streotB leading iDto Ala­ 
m eda carried largo stream s, and for a 
tim e there was more water here than in 
the river. 
The river did not give as much trouble 
as was anticipated, and a t midnight last 
night it did not cover the entire bed. 
There was sufficient water in it, however, 
to wash away a part of the east approach 
to the Alieo-street bridge and a part of 
the levee on the same side. The Street 
Superintendent had a force of men work­ 
ing at the east approach to the First- 
street bridge. A num ber of men were 
stationed along the levee north of K uhrts 
street, but the water did not get high 
enough to give any cause for alarm . The 
Arroyo de las Posas carried a large 
stream of water, and 
the baseball 
grounds W8re flooded. 
Some of the 
small bridges acrpas the stream were 
washed away, but no m aterial damage 
was done. 
The streets leading from the bills cn 
both 8 dea of the river were 
badly 
washed, and most. of the work dor.e by 
the Street Superintendent since the last 
rain was undone. 
Second street was a 
river of considerable size for several 
hours, and Temple street was alm ott im­ 
passable. 
At Temple 
and 
Beaudry 
streets there wan a good-sized fl>od, and 
the sand washed over the cable tracks in 
lar^e quantities. 
The cable roads stopped running about 
half-paBt 5 o’clock. At this time the 
water commenced to pour into the power­ 
houses, and despite the efforts of Colonel 
J. C. Robinson and assistants, it gained 
sufficient depth to stop the engines. 
If 
the rain does not come down very heav­ 
ily this morning the roada will run as 
usm l today. 
About 8 o’clock a telephone message 
was received at Police H eadquarters to 
the effect that a 9-year-old boy named 
Johnny CoDrad, 
who lives with his 
parents on Georgia Belle street, while 
attem pting to cross Hope street at Sixth 
with two juvenile companions, had been 
swept down for two blocks by the raging 
current. 
His screams for assietance 
were heard by several people who live 
along the street, but the current had 
carried the boy out of eight, before they 
had time to equip them selves before 
leaving 
their 
houses,

drowned 
but 
for 
the 
prom pt action of the janitor of the Los 
Angeles College, corner of Eighth and 
H ope streets. Directly he heard the 
boy’s cries he ran out of the college and 
a t great personal ii*k managed to drag 
him out of the stream . 
He carried the 
lad into the college and the police were 
notified in case his parents should inquire 
for him. 
It is not known what became 
of the other two boys, but it is believed 
that they escaped, from the fact that no 
report of their absence from home had 
been made up to a late hour last night. 
Officer Maguire, of the police force, 
started out from his home on Flower 
street to make a social call, last evening 
about 6 o’clock, and attirqd in his 
“ Sunday best” clothes got as far as 
Hope and Sixth streets without adven­ 
ture. W hile attempting to cross at this 
point, however, he was knocked down 
by the force of the current, and after 
being rolled over and over by the water 
managed to regain his feet 
after a 
deBperate 
struggle, aDd was obliged 
to 
return 
hqme 
and 
change, 
as 
his clothing was wet through. H e ban 
deferred his visit to his friouds until the 
weather becomes more settled. 
Another accident wag reported from 
the same point at nine o’clock, p. m. 
Assistant City Attorney W . E . Dunn was 
being driven to hiB residence, the Hotel 
Ammidon; on Grand avenue, in a hack 
belonging to John Elmers, but while 
attem pting to 
ford Hope street the 
vehicle was overturned and Mr. Dunn 
was obliged to wade in the water, which 
was almost waist deep St the time and 
running like a mill etream, to a place of 
safetv 
the hack driver, was 
thrc-vNn from h is seat on the box and 
narrowly escaped drowning.

his struggling team, and with great 
difficulty extricated the horses from the 
earns e, w hich v> a abandoned.

A number of gentlemen interested in 
the establishment of a creamery m et 
yesterday afternoon at 1:30 in the rear 
of the Main-street Savings Bank, to 
continue the discussion of the subject. 
Ralph E. Hoyt acted as Chairman, and 
the following gentlemen were present: 
James B. Lankershim, A. H. Denker, 
R. R. Risdon, Mr. Staniev, of Stanley & 
Henry, Mr. Mack, of San Luis Obispo, 
Charlee E. Mitchell, Gov. J. J. Gosper, 
James T. Rudd, D. F. Douglas and Mr. 
McCreary. 
The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved, and the Chair­ 
man called for a report from the Com­ 
mittee on Cold Storage. 
Mr. Lanker­ 
shim, on behali of that body, reported 
progress and asked for further time, 
which was granted. 
The Committee on Incorporation made 
a like report and were also given further 
time. 
Mr. Mitchell, who has charge of the 
creamery at Cerritos ranch, was called 
upon to give some statistics in regard to 
the quantily of milk requiredfor a pound 
of butter, and replied that twenty-five 
poinds of milk would make one pound 
of butter, or at the rate of 100 pounds for 
two roils of butter. He had paid 20 
cents per hundred for milk to manufac­ 
ture into butter.

Hoyt advanced the idea.that one reason 
wbv consnmers buy Eastern butter is 
because they get sixteen ounces to the 
pound, whereas California butter is all 
made into rolls which always fall short 
in weight. This opinion was generally 
indorsed by all present. Mr. Mitchell 
need alfalfa feed, with natural grass of 
different kinds; in summer sugar beets, 
pumpkins, etc. He was asked the num­ 
ber of acres required to support one cow, 
and replied that he had never been lim­ 
ited—had had abundance of range, but 
thought one acre would do it. 
Mr. Mack, of San Luis Obispo county, 
gave an account of dairying In that sec­ 
tion, and after considerable discussion, 
the meeting adopted the fallowing 
resolution, which was offered by J. B 
Lankershim : 
In view of the fact that a number of 
citizens have organized with a view of 
establishing creameries and encourag­

A D ispute as to th e M ight to lllake 
a > ew D itch. 
It is stated that there is a likelihood of 
trouble over the source of the supply of 
water which in summer flows through 
the Zanja Madre,and which is used by the 
Citizens’ Water Company. 
Oa Monday 
next the following communication from 
the Citizens’ Water Company, relative to 
the matter, will be read to the Council: 
“It appears that the Providencia Land 
and W ater Company denies the right of 
the City, of Los Angeles or its lessee, the 
Citizens’ Water Company, to enter upon 
the Providencia rancho and make the 
necessary changes at the head of the 
Zanja Madre, to secure water from the 
Los Angeles m er. 
Said land company 
has served written notice of intention 
at once to fill up the new ditch, and has 
given orders to that effect, execution of 
which your petitioner has had suspended 
by the payment of $5 per day until action 
could be taken. On account of the head 
of the ditch being washed away and the 
soil carried off by the river leaving the 
present end of the ditch four feet above 
the surface of the water, additional rights 
of way have to be procured from the 
Providencia Land and Water Company. 
Your petitioner asks that the Zanja 
Committee and Water Overseer be in­ 
structed to investigate the condition of 
affairs and that some steps be imme­ 
diately taken to secure such rights.’’

intrinsic value is not necessary to a 
medium of change—he (Mr. Wilshire) 
ought to know that the threatened change 
of standard in 1863, from a 70 cent paper 
dollar to a 100-cent coin dollar, was the 
great canse of the farmers’ distress in the 
United States from 1873 to the present 
time. The tariff-5 undoubtedly had some 
effect; but the portentous chaDge of all 
debts to a gold standard in order to give, 
indirectly, gold to the United 8tates 
bondholders ia violation of the contract 
on the back of the paper dollar in which 
the army and navy were paid, is the 
chief cause why farmers have suffered. 
But let Mr. Wilshire attack what Teller 
says, and not what he is incorrectly as­ 
sumed to say by Mr. Wilshire’s state­ 
ment.
